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Traps Eagle 
In Snare Set 
' For Coyotes 

Big Bird Gives Fred Lalone 
Hours Battle In ^ 

— 

Bagging a clever ‘^old golden ' 
eagle in a trap baited for coyotes 
was the unique experience of 
Fred Lalone early this week 

The eagle, which boasts a wing 
spread of more than seven feet, 
today is on show at the Lalone 
home, 36 West Highland, where 
it is caged in an unused chicken 
run. 

It took more than an hour of 
maneuvering to subdue the eagle 
after Lalone discovered his strange 
catch. At the time the trapper 
also had in captivity a small fox 
he had caught in one of the 33 
traps comprising his trap-line. 

"The bird was caught by one 
talon," he said, "and put up a 
real battle. I had to get a heavy 
sweater to throw over her before 
I could get her out of the trap. 
•Once, when I got too close, she 
spread her wings, and one of them 
had so much ‘push’ I was knocked 
off my feet. Finally I covered it 
with the sweater, and the bird 
Immediately stopped fighting. It 
was clever. It wouldn’t fight, just 
bided its time and waited a 
chance to get away. 

"When I tried to bring both 
eagle and fox down alive I found 
my hands full. That ol’ fox took 
a nip or two, and the ol’ eagle 
clawed me. The talon gripped 
my knife case so hard it left 
deep groves in the leather. I was 
sure glad it got the sheath and 
not me. It was a case of kill 
the eagle or the fox, and the fox 
got it.” 

Golden eagles are scarce in 
North America, and particularly 
here, Lalone said. It is very odd 
that one was caught in a trap. 
Lalone said he had been trying 
out a new “scent," which might 
have been responsible for the 
bird’s investigating the trap. 

Lalone doesn’t know what to do 
with the bird. "Maybe I’ll let 
her go after I take some pic¬ 
tures. I sure don’t want to keep 
her around the house for long. 
She’s a wise, vicious ol’ bird.” 

On Tuesday Fred's problem was 
further complicated when the 
eagle laid an egg. 

Standing with his eye on the 
egg, considerably larger than a 
goose egg, he said, "I guess 1 
toiU have to let her go—if 1 
don’t I’m liable to find a fam¬ 
ily on my hands." 

The egg is a pale green, with 
speckles of a darked color spread 
over all.

City Judge 
Buried With 
High Honors 

W. R. Lasater Given Military 
Funeral As Entire City 
Pays Homage

All of Sierra Madre paid an 
impressive tribute yesterday to 
the memory of William R. Lasater, 
for three years 
noted for his 
“quality of 
mercy” on the 
bench of the 
city’s only 
court. Judge 
Lasater died 
while asleep 
Tuesday morn¬ 
ing in bis home 
at 168 Santa 
Anita Court — 
died as he had 
lived, and 
wished to die—• 
as quietly and 
complacently as 
the turning of 
a page. 

Judge Lasater 
was borne yes¬ 
terday, with 
military honors, 
to his last rest- I 
ing place. The 
cortage started at Grant’s and 
passed slowly along Central ave¬ 
nue. Business in the city, where 
the fiag was at half mast, came 
to a standstill as the procession 
passed. American Legion Post 
297, had charge of the funeral, 
and turned out almost to a man. 
Thomas Neale and Arthur Evans 
carried the coiors. The Volunteer 
Firemen, in full uniform, marched 
in the funeral procession in honor 
of the decea.sed’s membership in 
the old Firemen’s Club. 

The only services were held at 
the grave in Sierra Madre Ceme¬ 
tery. A rifle squad from R.O.T.C., 
Pasadena Junior Coilege, fired the 
last volley. Trumpeteers from the 
same school sounded taps. The 
Rev. Arthur O. Pritchard, of the 
Congregational Church conducted 
the services and R. O. Caukln, 
chaplain of the Legion, assisted. 

The pallbearers were Mayor H. 
C. Reavls, City Business Manager 
A1 S. Myers, Councilman Lester 
K. Layton, Deputy City Clerk 
Daniel H. Lewis, and Roy Pickett 
and Vincent Fleming, past com¬ 
manders of the Legion. 

Judge Lasater was bom in 
Provo, Utah, December 15, 1888. 
He came to California at an early 
age and was educated in the 
schools of Pa.sadena and Los 
Angeles. He entered the automo¬ 
bile industry and became noted as 
an expert in Los Angeles. Dur¬ 
ing the war he served with the 
362nd Infantry, in the 91st Divis¬ 
ion, becoming a corporal. He later 
was assigned to the motor trans¬ 
port corps at Camp Lewis In 
Washington. 

Eight years ago Judge Lasater 
came to Sierra Madre with his 
sister. His strength was falling. 
In Los Angeles he had made a 
name as an ignition specialist, and 
for a while, until his health for¬ 
bade it, he tried to pursue that 
work here. 

Three years ago he was ap¬ 
pointed judge of the local court 
by Mayor A1 S. Myers, with the 
approval of the City Council. Dur¬ 
ing his service as judge he applied 
to the letter the meaning of the 
words he loved to quote "The 
quality of mercy is not strained.” 
strained.” 

Judge Lasater was historian 
and a member of the executive 
committee of the local Legion. 
His weekly contribution to The 
News, under the heading "Hot 
Lead” stirred comment by its 
flashes of wit and satire. 

He is survived by his sister, 
Mrs. L. S. High, of Sierra Madre 
his mother, Mrs. Regina A. Las¬ 
ater, of I^s Angeles, and two 
brothers, Herbert F. of Pasadena 
and Lloyd S. Lasater, of Los 
Angeles.

"The road machinery and crew 
will be at work on the Central 
avenue extension at the Blast end 
of the Hasting’s ranch the last 
week or March, or at the very 
latest the first week of April,” 
declared George Jones, county 
superintendent of roads, yester¬ 
day. 

Superintendent Jones and George 
A. Mitchell, in charge of county 
rights of way, are cooperating 
with the city authorities of Sierra 
Madre In Ironing out all the 
wrinkles in the way of expediting 
the work of extending Central 
avenue through the Hastings 
ranch, making a direct route West 
to Pasadena. All of the obstacles, 
excepting one, were removed sev¬ 
eral weeks ago, and the county 
department heads announced yes¬ 
terday that the last barrier had 
been surmounted, and the work 
would be started as quickly as the 
red tape legal matters were ad¬ 
justed, now that the City Council 
has prepared to Improve Central 
avenue within the city under its 
agreement with the county. 

The chief hurdle came in the 
opposition of the Elizabeth Rudy 
estate, which owns the last strip 
at the extreme Western end of 
the improvement. The Edison 
Company, The Pacific Electric 
Land Company and half a dozen 
private owners readily agreed to 
deed over the required areas north 
of the Pacific Electric tracks. 
West of the Hastings ranch. 
Emanuel Bastody, executor of the 
Elizabeth Rudy estate, was finally 
located at Duarte Park. No, he 
said, the Rudy estate did not fa¬ 
vor the Improvement, and would 
not comply with the coimty’s 
plans. 

The county was faced with the 
prospect of a condemnation pro¬ 
ceeding, and its interminable de¬ 
lays. Pressure was brought on 
Mr. Bastody, but all arguments 
seemed futile, and for a while 
it looked as if there would be 
no through road to Pasadena this 
summer. Then “the dusky gentle¬ 
man peeked out of the woodpile.’* 

"If the county will Improve the 
road south of the Pacific Electric 
tracks we will deed the strip re¬ 
quired for the improvement on 
the north side,” said Mr. Bastody, 

The county heads got out the 
maps and took a look. The Rudy 
estate owned a ranch south of 
the tracks, and beyond that came 
the Wilcox ranch. The Wilcox 
place was bottled in with no out¬ 
let at all, and eager to contribute 
to any plan that would provide a 
road to the market places. 

"There was nothing else to do 
but agree to Improve the south 
side of the tracks,” said Mr. Mit¬ 
chell. “Mr. Bastody Informed us 
that the Rudy estate is shortly to 
be distributed but that tf wo 
reached an agreement with him 
he, as executor, would gladly 
execute the necessary deed. Wo 
are doing our utmost to expedite 
the details and within a short 
time the last obstacle will be re¬ 
moved.” 

The county has not decided as 
yet whether or not the road work 
will be done by contract or by 
the county crew. The bridge over 
the wash will undoubtedly be a 
contract job. The imemployment 
situation at the time the county 
is ready to start will have weight 
in the decision. If the county does 
the work Itself, as it did on Bald¬ 
win avenue and Sierra Madre 
avenue, the Sierra Madre Relief 
Committee will supply most of the 
labor. If it is done by contract 
the county will endeavor to have 
the contractor use as many Sierra 
Madreans as possible.

The 5-cent shoe shine has come 
back to Los Angeles and Southern 
California. So has the old-time 
roving bootblack, with his shine 
kit suspended from his shoulder. 
The latter’s presence in Increasing 
numbers hag cau.sed the owners 
of stands to take down their 
10- and 15-cent signs in favor 
of the 5-centers. 

There being no fire department 
in Canoga Park in the San Fer¬ 
nando Valley, W. G. Lauesen, a 
real estate man, ran into a prayer 
meeting there on Wednesday 
night when his automobile caught 
fire, and yelled for help. The wor¬ 
shippers rushed to his assistance 
with an admonition from the pas¬ 
tor to return and resume the ser¬ 
vice when their task was com¬ 
pleted. The county fire depart¬ 
ment arrived from Van Nuys half 
an hour later and now the resi¬ 
dents want to be Incorporated— 
or something, so that they will 
have their own fire protection. 

Orange county’s supervisors 
have changed their minds about 
holding a special election to vote 
upon an unemployment relief bond 
issue. Their ability to pay the 
Increasing tax levies has caused 
the taxpayers to inquire Into 
cause for high taxes. When they 
found much of their annual tax 
payments being used to pay sink¬ 
ing fund and Interest charges on 
old bond Issues, two communities 
recently decisively defeated new 
' bond proposals —and the supkcr- 
visors took notice. Long Beach, 
just acro.ss the county line, has 
also just defeated a bond issue. 

With a favorable report by the 
Pensions committee of the House 
behind it, a bill has been started 
through Congress that if enacted 
will provide pensions for the 
widows and many of the children 
of all American soldiers—of all 
the wars. During the first year’s 
operation of the measure an out¬ 
lay of $35,000,000 would be re¬ 
quired, reaching the peak at 
$280,000,000 in a five year period.

Bright and sunny weather 
brought heavy hiking traffic to 
Sierra Madre’s mountain trails 
over the weekend. More than 
3,000 persons pushed into the 
mountains from this city In search 
of the Southern California past¬ 
time of “playing in the snow in 
the sunshine.’’ 

Proprietors of nearby mountain 
camps said the hikers appeared in 
numbers resembling "olde times.” 
Practically ever camp had a dif¬ 
ferent report to make, although 
each spoke of heavy rainfall, 
record snowfalls, and great num¬ 
bers of hikers. 

At First Water Camp in Santa 
Anita Canyon between 1500 and 
2,000 hikers were counted over 
Saturday and Sunday. Trees have 
begun to break out in spring 
greenery, and should be in full 
color within a week, the camp 
proprietors reported. Rainfall at 
First Water was almost 40 Inches 
this season. 

Heavy traffic was also reported 
from Orchard Camp, on the Mt. 
Wilson Trail. Usually hikers do 
not appear before noon, accord¬ 
ing to Mrs. Palmer Snow, the 
manager, but .Sunday they began 
to straggle in at 7 a.m. and were 
still there at 8 o’clock that night. 
Snow line was reported less than 
a mile above the camp, Mrs. 
Snow declared the camp was 
without water for three days last 
week, due to a flood during the 
heavy rainfall which washed out 
the water system and swept away 
two foot bridges and two cords of 
fire wood. Rainfall for the season 
reached approximately 34 Inches. 

At Hoegees, in Winter Creek of 
the Big Santa Anita, nearly 100 
hikers were entertained. Here 
snow was still prevalent. Nearly 
17 >•4 Inches fell during the fall of 
last week, according to Billy Mur¬ 
phy, who said It is probable the 
snow record of 62 inches, set in 
1926, will be bettered this year. 
Rainfall this season is 45.88 
Inches. 

Sturtevant Camp did a big busi¬ 
ness over the weekend. On Satur¬ 
day night the camp put on a Val¬ 
entine’s Day dance, but hikers 

slighted it in favor of “story tell¬ 
ing” before the big camp fire 
and playing games not so stren¬ 
uous on weary legs, according to 
camp proprietors. Rainfall at the 
camp totaled more than 42.82 
inches for the season, while snow¬ 
fall reached 14 Inches. 

Browsing deer, a record snow¬ 
fall of three Inches, and slides 

on the Santa Anita road being 

built In Santa Anita Canyon, 
were reported by hikers reaching 
Clarke’s Halfway House and Fern 
Lodge on the Sturtevant Trail. 
Rainfall at Fern Lodge has 

reached more than 34 Inches for 
the season, while the total at the 
Halfway House is 25.80. 


Parkways along Central avenue 
began to take on a new dress 
this week under the direction of 
the Garden section of the Wom¬ 
an’s Club. The spading from 
Sierra Madre avenue to the busi¬ 
ness district has been virtually 
completed, while the planting is 
progressing with all possible 
speed. Ground in front of the 
Woman’s club house, in front of 
the Congregational Church, as 
well as long stretches to the east 
and west, are already planted 
with neatly plotted rows of ver¬ 
bena and geranium slips. Mrs. 
W. J. Lawless is supervising the 
work, as head of the Garden sec¬ 
tion. 

The front terraced ground of 
the vacant lot to the west of the 
clubhouse Is being cultivated, 
while the adjacent parkway la 
now beautified by the addition ol 
sereval young palm trees. These 
trees will add greatly to the ap¬ 
pearance of the street, especially 
when the pink geraniums and ver¬ 
bena on either side of them are 
in bloom. 

Miss Thomasella Graham states 
that there Is a decided advantage 
in carrying out the planting pro¬ 
gram at this time, inasmuch as 
the plants being set out on Cen¬ 
tral will be grown and in bloom 
by summer, and will be in condi¬ 
tion so that slips may be cut 
from them and spread in barren 
areas. 

The Garden Section wants to 
stress the planting of poinsetta 
cuttings, which at this time are 
ordinarily being thrown away as 
u.seless. Mrs. Lawless states that 
if the dry sticks are planted now, 
preferably at the rear of vacant 
lots, they will Insure green plants 
this coming summer and blooms! 
next winter. They should be i 
planted, she says, so that they [ 
will hide unsightly fences and | 
outbuildings. The cuttings are 
best in 12 inch lengths. 

Winter montbretia and aloes are 
also good to plant now for next 
winter’s beautification, Mrs. Law¬ 
less advises.

It is not good policy to prune 
avocado trees needlessly as they 
want all the foliage htey can get 
to manufacture food for this fruit. 


TRAINING AVOCADO 
TREES 

By Jessie Ward Russell 
Landscape Gardener 

A n avocado tree that has 
been trained in its youth will 
make a shapely tree and a 
productive one The first three 
years are the most important 
ones in shaping up the tree. 

The newly planted tree will 
need very little pruning as it 
will come from the nursery with 
its branches shortened. It should 
be shaded with burlap so that 
the sun will not burn the bark 
and also see that a strong stake 
is placed in the ground near its 
main trunk to keep it straight. As 
it grows its head should be kept 
up by tying from time to time. 
The side branches should remain 
to help shade the trunk. 

By the second year, the stake 
should be removed and a strong 
2x2 redwood stake 8 feet high 
should be driven iq the ground 
about a foot from the tree. This 
stake is to remain as a support 
for the tree for several years. A 
smaller stake should be nailed to 
the large one at the top to 
brace the tree after it grows 
above the large stake. The cord 
used in tying the tree to the 
stake must be soft, strong and 
thick enough so that it will not 
saw into the bark of the tree as 
it moves in the wind. 

Some pruning can be done the 
second year, just enough to cut 
out all the strong branches that 
have grown out from the trunk 
near the bottom of the tree. If 
these are allowed to remain, they 
will take the strength from the 
top of the tree and such limbs 
as will eventually lay on the 
ground will not pro<luce good 
fruit, if any at all. Small branches 
and trigs should remain to shade 
the trunk. 

By the third year, the tree 
should have developed a spread 
sufficient to shade the trunk 
when the limbs are removed for 
three feet above the ground. This 
should keep the foliage and fruit 
from touching the ground. 

By the fourth year the Avooado 
tree should have made a .splendid 
framework and little prunning 
will be necessary. Just enough to 
keep the tree balanced, to keep 
the fruit from lying on the ground 
and to cut out any dead wood.

BRACING LIMBS 
tVires are used to brace the 
limbs of large avocado trees. 
Screw eyes are screwed into the 
large limbs and wires fastened 
into them and stretched from one 
limb to another so that they will 
brace each other. If there are

George Washing^ton was bom in 
Westmoreland County, Va., near 
the Potomac River, February 22, 
1732. He was the oldest son of 
Augustine Washington. Soon af¬ 
ter George’s birth, his father 
moved to a farm on the Rap¬ 
pahannock River. His father died 
in 1743 and gave the farm to 
George. 

There were not many schools in 
those days and education was 
limited. Washington was an ath¬ 
lete, an expert rider and loved 
the woods. He also liked to imi¬ 
tate soldiers, so the children 
usually choose him for their lead¬ 
er.

His brother Lawrence died in 
1 1752 and gave George the estate 
of Mount Vernon. In 1755 he was 
given a position on General Brad- 
dock’s staff. He showed much 
bravery under fire. He took part 
in public life and moved much in 
society.

in 1759 married 
a young woman

Washington found the army 
very poorly equipped and un¬ 
disciplined. But in spite of this 
he wa.s able to force the British 
to leave Boston in the spring of 
1776. His forces were too small 
to hold New York against 30,000 
British troops, who appeared by 
the sea. 

On December 25th he made 
bimself famous by crossing the 
Delaware, in the darkness, ice and 
snow and marched nine miles to 
Trenton which was captured with 
the loss of only two or three 
Americans, Colonel Rahl in com¬ 
mand was mortally wounded and 
800 Hessians made prisoners. 

Washington longed for the 
simple life of the country man 
and during the years of 1784-1788 
lived in retirement. The Confed- 
erancy of the States grew steadily 
weaker and at last a convention 
was called to plan a central gov¬ 
ernment strong enough to meet 
the difficulties and troubles, that 
were springing up on every side. 
Washington was chose one of the 
convention delegates from Vir¬ 
ginia, and was made president of 
it when it met in Philadelphia in 
1787. 

When the time came to elect a 
President, only one man was 
thought of. Washington was 
unanimously elected as the first 
President of the United States 
and inaugurated in New York on 
April 30, 1789, before a great 

, crowd of people who cheered him 
wildly. 

Washington was elected for a 
second term but he declined a

Congress. He 
was made a commanding officer 
of the Continental Army. He was 
President of the Philadelphia Con¬ 
vention of 1787 which framed the 
Constitution of the Unietd States. 

Washington was chosen first 
President of the United States on 
April 30, 1789. In 1798 the pros¬ 
pect of war with France led to 
his appointment a.s Commander- 
in -Chief of the National Army. 
On December 12, 1799, he became 
ill and died December 14, 1799. 
He was said to be first in war, 
first in peace, and first in the 
hearts of his countrymen. 

Washington was six feet two 
inches in height, with brown hair, 
blue eyes, large head and hands, 
and strong arms. He was neat in 
personal appearance and fond of 
display. He was opposed to the 
use fo tobacco, although he raised 
it on his plantation. He was a 
slave-holder, but he weis a con¬ 
siderate master. At his death he 
owned 124 slaves. 

Washingfton never tired of the 
dance, and was constantly or¬ 
ganizing banquets, dances, balls 
and assemblies. He was also fond 
of the theatre. During the Revolu¬ 
tion he always collected his of¬ 
ficers about a table for a pro¬ 
longed dinner, where there was 
much gayety. He loved to have 
Irishmen about him and that 
proves a love of laughter. 

Washington served two terms 
as President. By refusing a third 
term he set a precedent which all 
of the other Presidents have since 
followed. 

During Washing^ton’s second 
term Great Britain and France 
were at war, but as Washington 
was opposed to foreign compli¬ 
cations, and while he recognized 
the French Republic, he stood by 
his resolution to avoid interfer¬ 
ence in European troubles. Thus 
by his wisdom and determination 
did Washington prevent his coun¬ 
try from engaging in entangling 
alliances. 

He delivered his last Presiden¬ 
tial message, turned over his of¬ 
fice to his successor, John Adams, 
and retired to his home at Mount 
Vernon, where he devoted himself 
to agriculture.

‘ ington,” as given by Mrs. 
W. E. Hitchcock, of Pasadena, 
before the club Wednesday morn¬ 
ing, carried the audience bau;k in 
fancy beyond the pages of the 
history books of their school days 
to pre-revolutionary life as ac¬ 
tually lived by Martha Custis and 
George Washington. Mrs. Hitch¬ 
cock’s vivid word portraitures 
were emphasized by * many beau¬ 
tifully tinted slides taken from 
old portraits and paintings. 

She told of the Washingtons’ 
romance at Williamsburg, their 
stately wedding in the old Bruton 
church, the long 150 mile wedding 
Journey made by coach and four 
to Mount Vernon. Many inter¬ 
esting glimpses of the interior of 
Mount Vernon were also pictured. 


A t the meeting of the San

Masons Hear 
Tribute To 
Washington 

Former Master Tells Of Visit 
To First President’s Mt. 
Vernon Home 


A tribute to George Washing¬ 
ton-first President of the United 
States and first high commander 
of active American military forces 
—was quietly paid last Monday 
when local Masons participated in 
a simple ceremony at the Masonic 
Temple. 

Former Mayor C. W. Jones, a 
past master of the local order, 
was guest speaker, and disclosed 
numerous incidents and facts re¬ 
lating to Washington not general¬ 
ly known. Mr. Jones also told of 
a trip he made through Virginia 
several years ago, and of a visit 
to Washington’s restored manor 
house, Mt. Vernon. 

One of the outstanding dis- 
clo.sures about Washington was 
that his birthday actually should 
be February 11, and not Febru¬ 
ary 22. The change in dates came 
htrough the adoption of a new 
calendar which set all dates 
ahead 11 days. The new birthday 
was observed by Washington 
himself for more than a score of 
years, Mr. Jones said. 

Mr. Jones told of a visit to the 
Alexander Lodge of the Masonic 
order, of which Washington was 
a Master at one time. At that 
time he had the privilege of sit¬ 
ting in a chair, taken from Wash¬ 
ington's library, which for 117 
years had been used as the Mas¬ 
ter’s Chair of the lodge. The 
chair was finally retired from 
service and housed in a specially 
constructed glass case, which was 
removed in order that Mr. Jones 
might sit down in the piece. An 
ancestor of the speaker, Thomas 
Jones Sr., was with Washing¬ 
ton’s expedition at the crossing 
of the Deleware, the former city 
official declared. 

T^velve stamps, used in the 
United States postal service and 
bearing a picture of Washington, 
were exhibited, as well as large 
size reproductions of the por¬ 
traits. 

Simple refreshments were 
served at the close of the Ma¬ 
sonic service.

law that it may better fit modem 
conditions in California.” 

Mr. Clifton commented on the 
many problems that must ^ 
dealt with by his department. It 
is their endeavor, he said, to fur¬ 
ther the modernization of the 
county school courses and to add 
to the curlculems. Much work is 
necessary to combat the'shortage 
of funds, and to appease the 
school patrons all over the county 
who demand boundary changes 
because they find some minor 
fault with the school in their par¬ 
ticular district 

It is a mistake, he went on, to 
confuse “school” with "education. 
Education must include much 
more than merely the school—the 
training that the child receives at 
home, by reading, over the radio, 
through the church. The school 
cannot be blamed for all of the 
failures it turns out any more 
than it can claim credit for all 
of the successes. 

Just as there is no universality 
of opinion regarding religion and 
politics, there can be no com¬ 
plete acceptance of educational i 
methods, said Mr. Clifton, adding 
that there are always the ultra- 
conservatives on the one hand and | 
the ultra-progressives on the 
other. Some people think that | 
school should do nothing more i 
than fit the child for a trade, 
some think that time should be 
devoted only to cultural subjects. 
It is the job of the school au¬ 
thorities to find a workable me¬ 
dium between these two views, he 
thought. 

Concluding his talk, Mr. Clifton 
asid, “We frequently hear that 
the fundamentals are not dealt 
with as formerly. Careful study 
does not substantiate such a be¬ 
lief” , ^ » 

The speaker was Introduced to 
the Kiwanians by Frank Spencer, 
club president.
